From 1845 to 1852, Ireland alone sent 1,412,- 
100 immigrants. And in the same time, 
Germany sent 1,226,392. Mr. Kapp con- 
tended that slavery had hitherto prevented 
the immigration South, but now the tide 
must seek us. 

In 1856, every emigrant = questioned 
as to his money, and the avérage of 142,342 
men was $368 08. But this was found too 
small an average. The German immi- 
grants brought an average of $150 each. 
The 250,000 Germans that came in 1859, 
brought $37,500,000 wealth to the country. 

An emigrant is worth the country what 
itcosts to produce a native laborer. A 
skilled laborer costs $1,500 to raise from 
birth to fifteen years old. The average 
cost is $1,125. 

From 1847 to 1859, 4,038,889 iomigrants’ 
arrived in New York. Adding the cask 
each brings, $150, to the capital value, $1,+ 
125, each one was worth $1,275 to the coun=| 
try, oran aggregate of $5.149,712,525. By, 
300,000 souls a year, the country gains an- 
nually $382,500,000, or over $1,000,000 daily. 

The natural yearly increase of popula- 
tion is 1.383 per cent. From 1850 to 1860, the 
real increase was 3589 per cent. Immi- 
gration has pushed the couutry forward 
forty years in national progress, while the 
increase in all the departments has been in 
exact ratio to the increase of popula- 
tion. 

These statistics will show the yalue of 
immigration in developing the land. It 
brings wealth andlabor. It furnishes more 
patrons for every vocation. It gives the 
merchant more customers, the lawyer more 
clients, the doctor more patients, the me- 
chanic more employers, the farmer more 
laborers, the journalist more readers, the 
grover wore consumers, the railroads more 
travel. It makes land more valuable. 

It does surely seem that it is an old fogy 
spirit that does not recognize the benefits 
of a worthy, multitudinous and intelligent 
immigration.

EaToNnTon, November 2, 1869. 
In due time the “ powerful king of day’ 
came “rejoicing in the east,” mounting up 
through asky of cloudless blue, cheering 
the hearts of all who felt the least interest 
in the Putnam county Fair. Indeed this is 
one of the brightest, most balmy of Indian 
Summer days, and uas‘one breathes the 
delicious atmosphere, and gazes around 
over the fair landscape, seen as through a 
soft veil of haze, he is ready to exclaim— 


‘- Heaven, sure, has kept this spot of earth un- 
eurst, 
Te show bow all things were created first.’’ 


And people seem determined to enjoy one 
Fair this delightful weather, thinking that, 
mayhap, during our State Exposition at’ 
Macon, we may have clouds and cold. 

The trains, of which we now have twoa 
day. come full. The citizens of the coun- 
ty flock in on horseback, in carts, wagons, 
buggies, and carriages. The men of Jas- 
per, Morgan, Greene, Hancock. and Bald- 
win are here in force, besides sprinklings 
from many other counties. As I wended 
my way through the town, early in the 
morning. the streets presented a gay ap- 

earance, thronged as they were with ve- 
1icles of all sorts, and with dashing eques- 
trians. Animation beamed in every eye. 
The confectioners and bar-keepers, too, 
were in asmiling condition, either from 
anticipation or fruition—I leave the reader 
to determine which. 

On I went toward the chief attraction for 
this crowd. A little more than half a mile 
out, on the Madison road, I reached it. A 
high. upright plank fence, enclosing, | 
should say, fourteen or fifteen acres of 
ground, rose up before me.

Fur- 
ther on, still to the left. but nearly half 
Way across, is 1 two-story house, contain- 
ing eight roums, flanked on either side by 
along, Wide, single-story building. Fol- 
lowing the left or western wall, you see 
the poultry coops, the hog and sheep pens. 
At length you cone to the right angle 
where commences the rear, or northern 
wall, and here you perceive the stalls for 
horses, cows, etc. 

Turn about now—look back toward the 
way by which you came, and you will see 
the track, nearly elliptical in form, occu- 
pying a good large space, clear of all 

uildings, save a Judge’s stand and a pa- 
vilion, planted all around with cedars and 
beautifully decorated both within and 
without, with evergreens, banners, devices, 
and taken as a whole, resembling a fairy 
bower, almost beautiful and romantic 
enough to serve as a sylvan retreat for the 
fairy forms that flitted about and through

In ten pews from the pulpit sit every 
Sabbath ten millionaires, and from that 
point back an aggregate of millions more 
is represented. Did there ever sit together 
since the days that the fair and regal ruler 
of Sheba was escorted by the gorgeous 
retinue of Solomon to the temple of that 
monarch’s ambition, such a galaxy of 
beauty and refinement? The roof of the 
temple is flat and cut into squares b 
transverse arches. A good deal of elabo- 
rate polychrome painting fills in the spaces. 
The best time to observe the mony beauties 
in this field of decoration is at n gnt, with 
the aid furnished from the full radiance of 
the many blazing-candelabra. The figures 
are brought out in happier relief and show 
with a lustre denied them by daylight. 
Altogether the temple of Emanuel is a fea- 
ture in itself and has no parallel. Its exte- 
rior is an experiment in architectgre often 
times before attempted, but only in this 
instance realized as a success.

|: Tothe Editor of the World—Sir: The 
‘complaints heretofore made concerning 
the improprieties of demeanor in public 
vehicles have been so exclusively confined 
to one phase of the question, that [ am 
impelled:.by a sense of public duty to call 
Pattention tothe other and graver side of 
the case. I venture to assert that, for one 
lady who is subjected to annoyance in cara 
sor stages, there are at least a dozen shrink- 
‘ing males, whose modesty is shocked by 
the very palpable advances of persons of 
the opposite sex. Ithas been asserted that 
the Evening Post, or other afternoon pa- 
pers, serve as a cloak for the insidious im- 
pertimence of elderly lotharios; what, sir, I 
would ask, is the insignificant size of a 
newspaper compared with the amplitude 
of a female's skirts, which she can spread 
over her neighbors on either side, and be- 
neath which any rudeness of which she

A SItLy Story.—A sensational speech is 
going the rounds of the press, to the effect 
that Colonel Lawyence Orton Williams, 
who was supposed to have been executed 
as a Confederate spy at Franklin, Tennes- 
see, in 1863, escaped, and was now a Gen- 
eral in the Cuban army.

Col. Wil- 
liams was executed at Franklin, Tenn., i 
1863.. We were present and witnessed the 
execution. Capt. Alexander, of the Sev- 
enth Kentucky cavalry, was the Provost 
Marshal who officiated. Col. Williams and 
his companion were suspended over thirty 
minutes, their bodies then lowered, coffined, 
and buried under a walnut-tree, just to the 
right of the Nashville pike, and about 300 
yards north of Harpeth river.

ville Commercial Convention called upon 
the President. The chairman, General 
Walbridge spoke as follows: 

“Before the adjournment of the late 
Commercial Convention at Louisville it 
deputed to the Committee, I have the honor 
to represent the high and delicate respon- 
sibility of ee to your Excellency, 
sentiments of gratitude and reciprocation 
of hearty g will for the views commu- 
nicated in your dispatch for the success of 
the great objects, for which the Conven- 
tion was convened, and originally called to 
discuss the exclusive interests of Southern 
States as a theatre of usefulness, subse- 
quently enlarged. until it embraced the 
material prosperity of every section of 
country. The delegates in attendance 
were from Vermont and Texas, Georgia 
and Minnesota, thus making it national 
in its character, it was pleased to receive 
encouragement at the hands of the Nation- 
al Executive. Its deliberations were con- 
fined mainly tothe great questions of fi- 
nance, taxation, immigration, internal im- 
provements, transportations, and the nec- 
essury measures by which industries 
and great national resources South could 
be brought in harmony with the new era 
of prosperity upon which the republic has 
entered. One sentiment animated the en- 
tire Convention, namely: Stand by plight- 
ed faith to the nation in full payment of 
‘securities, as stipulated, and forgetting any 
differences of the past. The desire was 
universal that sectional interests should be 
ignored, and that the citizens of the United 
States should hereafter be a harmonious 
nation—one entire united and indivisa- 
ble. 

* In conclusion, we desire to congratu- 
late your Excellency on your administra- 
tion. Enough has transpired to demon- 
strate that before the expiration of your 
second term, the public debt may be more 
than half extinguished, and American se- 
curities command a premium in every part 
of the globe.” 

Grant, in reply, said he was very much 
gratified to receive such a delegation, rep- 
resenting not only the great commercial 
interests of the nation. but also the new 
condition of affairs. The good fellowship 
which ought to unite a common brother- 
hood, and which s0 a, inaugurated 
and invigorated at Louisville, he hoped, 
would extend and permeate throughout 
the entire Union, until every vestige of 
bitterness or unkindness should forever be 
eradicated. He believed withina year or 
two the South would be far richer, and far 
more prosperous than ever she was before, 
and the people have it within their own 
power, by judicious policy and wise acts, 
to advance their own interests, and those 
of the entire country with marvelous ra- 
pidity. As to his second term. he could 
assure Gencral Walbridge, he telt very 
much as he did at West Point, in his cadet 
days, when he counted every month with 
eayverness to get out of his position. He 
had not sought his present position, as 
everybody knew. 

Hon H. W. Hilliard, of Georgia, was 
glad to have an opportunity of saying to 
the President that he concurred in the cor- 
dla! appreciation, which all parties must 
give tothe sentiments just expressed by 
him. The President, laughingly, asked 
Colonel Duncan, of Kentucky, * What the 
people of bis State thought of the admin- 
istration, and whether there was any hope 
of Kentucky ever turning from her pres- 
ent politics” Colonel Duncan answered 
him: “ Kentucky, with rare exceptions, 
fully appreciated the President’s honest 
intentions to do what he could for the 
good of the country, and that the tele- 
graphic message so kindly sent by the 
President to him for the Convention, and 
the now renewed assurances of kind feel- 
ing towurdsthe people of the States lately 
suffering so much, would augment and 
strengthen the respect which they already 
entertained for the Chief Magistrate. As 
to Kentucky, he would say, however, that 
even the Fifteenth Amendment would 
create very little difference, as the colored 
vote woul! be divided, and go very little 
towards breaking down the ninety thou- 
sand Democratic majority of the State.”
